Reason for Allowance

The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a gray soda- lime-silicate glass comprising the 
amounts of Fe 2 0 3 , CoO and NiO as recited in the instant claims. The prior art specifically fails to 
disclose or teach the NiO/CoO weight ratio as recited in the instant claims. See Applicant's 
Arguments file 29 December 2008, pages 7-9.
